Mark, if you can squeeze in an 88 ft long antenna in place of the 40 meter 
dipole (67 ft) and feed it with ladder line, you will have an excellent 
single antenna that can be tuned from 80 through 10 meters. It will show 
some gain on 20 meters and above. 


You can make this antenna for probably $20 tops and it will equal and 
usually outperform any of the multi-hundred-dollar "all-band" wonders. 


I am sure that others on the list will attest to the prowess of the 88 ft 
20-meter EDZ as an all-around all-band antenna. I use two of them, mounted 
at right angles for instant pattern switching. LB Cebik also has some nice 
things to say about the EDZ antenna on his webpages.

Hi George and the group: I have looked at the upper sideband 
filter shape of 2 radios, a Kenwood TS-50 and a Yaesu FT-817 using both 
the Gram and Digipan software which uses the sound card in a computer 
making it a digital signal processor dsp, which it is. A sound card 
needs a large dsp to do it's job with music and voice. These software 
use the dsp in a differnet way, they apply a different math to the 
problem and come up with psk-31 and a Spectrum Analyser. 


The psk-31 works just fine and I have worked a lot of good DX 
using the laptop with Digipan driving my FT-817. The Spectrum Analyser 
works fine for some things like adjusting the frequency setting of the 
K-2 filters. 


But if you find you need 30 or 40 db of dynamic range the 
Spectrum Anayser fails. I am convinced that the most dynamic range this 
device can display is about 20 db. This after an hour of trying to get 
more. 


I put the noise source at the antenna input and looked at the 
audio output of the radios. Digipan waterfall display showed both 
filters looking good for a 2900 Hz channel. But I am sure what your 
seeing is just a few db change in signal. I would NOT trust the Digipan 
display to show much. If your radio looks bad on Digipan it's REALLY 
BAD! 


Our Radio Club has an older HP Spectrum Anayser and I have a key 
to the Clubhouse. It will see around 70-90 db and should give what I 
want. Maybe after Field Day.

GAP now sells guy kits, and I guyed my Titan after the first storm when my 
base pole mount came loose. I simply use Wal Mart 830 pound test nylon, and 
tighten it when it stretches. Its stretching seems to gently limit the 
stresses on the antenna and it is weathering well after 9 years of use or 
so. It is time for me to reguy with new guys, and renew the 40m and 10m 
wire. Birds (large White Wing Doves) are roosting on my antenna and pecking 
the strands in two of the wire section. I guess when they are on the high 
voltage wire section, they are like the bird on the HV line, and do not get 
RF burns! Then at QRP, they are not likely to, either. 


I would guy ANY multi band vertical, as they present quite a wind load 
either with traps, or hat loads on ends such as MFJ, or linear couplers like 
Gap's.

Hi Stuart... indeed, RF will burn you regardless of a ground... but it does 
take some power to do so. I had an EFJ Ranger I (~50W) get keyed once, 
while I was changing the ANT coax, and put a nasty blister on a finger when 
I happened to touch the center pin of the PL-259. The tissue was hard, like 
a callus, rather than your ‘ordinary’ heat burn. Maybe your 5W is just 
warming their toes!

Mark and the group, 

I have had a Gap Titan for about 9 years and it is still doing well, just 
needs some annual checkups like us all. It is one tough antenna, having 
survived 40mph straight line winds before I got it guyed, then survived 70 
mph straight line outflow boundaries of the Jarrell Tx and area tornadic 
storms, but actual statement of the senior Wx bureau manager. (He surveyed 
the broken off trees in the area, and stated it would take 7Omph wind to do 
that). 


I am about to finally replace the copper wire portion of the bottom of the 
antenna due to bird attacks to the wire strands. (They roost on it, because 
I have bird feeders nearby). 

They are large White Wing Doves, and like to rest on the horizontal 80 inch 
rods of the antenna. 


At work we have a couple of Force 12 Sigma 5 and the beefed up Sigma 
Antenna. 


We have used them for long range HF ground wave telemetry from a research 
ship to special HF buoys. The Sigma 5 is very portable,and only 12 feet 
tall, so can be taken down and carried to FD or other sites. It is put 
together with wing nuts and bolts, of small size. It is fairly small 
tubing. Its only shortfall is it needs a weep hole in the bottom pvc cap 
over the pipe holding the loading and relay circuit board. Otherwise, in 
heavy dew, you get condensation of a half cup of water in the pvc end cap 
and the swr varies. 


After first shipboard uses, we decided to get the heavier duty Sigma for 
shipboard and windy use. The Sigma 5 is probably fine for backyard, ground 
mounted vertical. Like the Titan, it is a vertical dipole, in fact a true 
vertical dipole, (symmetric) while Titan is Off Center Fed. (Asymmetric 
vertical dipole). 


We are pleased with the Sigma 5 and have used it for special event station 
with good DX,and will use it for Field Day. Listen for W5KA on the phone 
bands.

It certainly wouldn't be trivial, I agree. I was thinking more of 
moderately advanced hombrewers rather than average hams, though. 


The bandwidth (2.8 kHz) doesn't seem that challenging, but there's a lot to 
a SSB TX, regardless of whether it's for the new band or one of the existing 
ones. 


A lot might depend what one already has built that could be used in modular 
fashion. I have a couple of DDSs and a PLL VFO also. I'd probably use one 
of those as the VFO and a simple VXO to provide the carrier to the balanced 
modulator. 


Integrated balanced modulators are available and inexpensive. I have a 
bunch of MC1496s. Following that, you'd need a crystal filter, assuming 
you're using the classic filter method. Much has been published about 
designing and building them in the QRP world over the past few years. Or 
you could go with one of the phasing schemes that have been coming back in 
recent years. 


For the mixer, both active and diode types are readily available. Follow 
with a simple L/C LPF (or HPF, depending ... ), then a few stages of power 
amplification followed by a LPF before the amplifier. 


Power amplification is probably one area where those of us who have picked 
most of our tech stuff from the QRP movement might have to grope a little. 
That's because we all do CW and data modes and most of our amplifier designs 
are non-linear, class C and E and XYZ. But the KD1JV 10 watt altoids linear 
might be a good example to the contrary. 


I left out the necessary microphone preamp and also some audio filtering to 
aid in meeting that 2.8 kHz requirement. That could be done with op-amps 
and active filters, or some combination of passive and active might be used. 
I'm right now re-reading some of the old W3NQN articles, as I have some of 
those old 88 mHy stacks available. 


Time is the biggest factor. You'd have to be a Steve Weber to be ready by 
July 3rd. But with some hard work, maybe I could be there by July 3rd, 
2004. 


Many QRPers, including me, were miffed when we heard that the new allocation 
didn't allow CW or data modes. But when you get lemons, make lemonade.

After extolling the Sigma 5 and the Gap Titan, which are both good 
performers for me, 

I have to agree the Double Zepp George describes-- home made-- will doa 
good DX job as well. 


The other antennas we are using for Field Day on W5TQ QRP are IDEZ's, 
Inverted Double Extended Zepps. That's a double Zepp on steroids. We cut 
it not 88 feet but 157 feet per side, and there is gain from 80m on up to 
10m. 


We are also using our bigger than average backyard horizontal loops, of 330 
feet circumference, 660 foot, and 1049 foot. 


The interesting thing about past use of the IDEZ, is they seem to not favor 
two directions like the doublet, but perhaps because of the vertical droop, 
do a good job in all directions, just like our loops. You should get about 
9 dB on 10m perhaps more, for a 5/8 wave leg cut for 80m. They are put up 
about 30 to 40 feet, and fed with ladder line, nominal 450 ohm type or 300 
ohm ladder line. Naturally, a tuner and balun for all band use is needed. 


Don't overlook vertical dipole home made antennas. You can use sleeve feed. 
Hang the lowest band dipole and hang wires either side of it for other two 


(or more) bands. 

The low frequency fed dipole will excite the others on the respective bands 
when fed that band. Standoffs can be from a tall tree, or use a slip up 
mast, and PVC pipe standoffs. Like the Gap, you can drill a proper sized 
PVC piece of grey conduit, (for UV resistance) to pass a stainless steel 
hose clamp to attach the pvc to a mast. 


Oh, another money saver. Our club IDEZ antennas use empty white vitamin 
bottles for insulators and center feed support for the ladder line. It 
loops over and is tied with nylon tie or string to itself. pigtails on 
antenna halves and ladder line are joined with wire nuts.

I've subscribed to the QRP-L list for a number of years and operate 
permanently in the POSTPONE mode, preferring to read the postings in the 
archive format at <http://listserv.lehigh.edu/lists/Archives/qrp-1l/ >

Sounds right, but Bill asks a lot of questions. Let's try to answer them 
one at a time... 


> What kind of a lame reason is that? 
I don't know what "reason" he's commenting on, but the statement is anything 
but lame. In fact I'd say he nailed the state of QRP operating quite well! 


> What is he saying, that we stuff the ballot box? 

Well... it's a known fact that in ARRL polls, when QRP is the topic, the 
QRP-L goes on alert to "get the message out." I won't say it's stuffing the 
ballot box, but if it sounds like a duck... I'm also certain that the same 
reaction takes place among all subsets of ham operating, VHF, CW, AMers, 
DXers, etc. We don't have a lock on that behavior. 


> How does he explain the huge rise in QRP contest entries over the last 
couple of years? You can't turn in a log if you don't participate. 

Probably because most (many) contests had not adapted a QRP-class. Once it 
was established, many chose to file under that classification. Justa 
hunch. 


> How does he explain the introduction of the QRP rigs by Yaesu and Icom 
who buy his advertising. They didn't produce QRP rigs on speculation that 
hams might participate in QRPsomeday. 

There's a low power class in Japan. The rigs (FT-817) were never really 
intended for US consumption. They are an incredible hit because they are 
simple too cool regardless if you are a QRP op or not. So they were 
building the rigs for the JA's anyways, might as well test the waters in the 
USA. Good call, too. I love my FT-817. 


> How do they explain the resounding success of Elecraft? 

Elecraft makes a superior product. But the real marketing genius was to 
produce a kit! No self-respecting ham will ever bad mouth anything they 
assembled themselves. The Elecrafts are simply a GREAT radio made even 
greater when xI* built it myself! 


> Have they checked the rosters of the regional and national QRP clubs and 
taken a head count? 

Doubtful. But I've taken a headcount of my non-QRP-only based club and out 
of 150 dues-paying members, maybe ten at the most are serious QRP ops. 


> How do they define participation? 
As a percentage of population - same as anything else. 


> Isn't just reading QRP POWER in QST participation?? 
No. I read the Silent Key Column but I'm not dead... yet. 


> How intense do your QRP activities have to be before Mr. Kleinman 


considers it participation? 

Bill I'm afraid that you are confusing participation with fanaticism. I 
think that's why you've totally misinterpreted his comment. We QRPers are 
fanatic about QRP. That doesn't translate to the general ham population. 


> Do they ever look at this list? 
Sure. At least a couple are regular contributors. 


> More ARRL members per capita than any other list on the web. 

Well... I'd have to see the proof on that. I'd think the RACES and most 
public service related lists would score a higher percentage of ARRL 
members. What I will say is that qrp OPS ARE active and active hams are 
more likely to be ARRL members than wishy-washy, take it or go back to stamp 
collecting hobbiests. 


> Maybe if all QRPers quit QST they would understand participation. 


No... they'd loose the same low percentage of subscribers that make up the 
low percentage of QRP ops in the general ham population. But it would sure 
prove him right. We would have to be fanatical about QRP operation to do 
something like that.

I really love it when a plan comes together. And so it is with the Norcal keyer I 
purchased. 


I opened the package to find the usual parts, PCB, and instructions. The 
instructions are well written and are formatted and printed professionally. Non 


of the parts were missing. 


I installed an 8 pin DIP socket for the PIC IC first. Then I installed all of the 


caps, then the resistors. I replaced the supplied 2N2222A with a 2N7000 but used 
the stock voltage regulator. I then plopped the PIC into it's socket. 


I found an attractive case to Fry's Electronics which I painted white, drilled 
holes, and affixed the usual labels. I drilled a small hole in the side to let 
the sound from the piezo unit to emit more efficiently. I ended up perma-bonding 
the piezo unit to the inside of the case over the hole. 


For power I decided on using a 9v transistor battery. I found a suitable battery 
clip at RS which I glued to the inside of the enclosure with some epoxy. 


To mount the keyer PCB inside the enclosure I used a single stand off with the 
appropriate nut, screw and lock washer (10-40?). 


I decided to use a 100k pot for speed control which I mounted in the middle of the 
front of the enclosure. Adjacent to the speed control I placed an on/off switch, 
a switch to cut out the piezo, and the mem switch. Two additional holes were 
filled with the connectors for the key and the output to the rig. 


When I performed the 'smoke test' - no smoke... just the sound of the keyer 
sending 'FB' in morse code. Ahhhh, music to my ears. To make the keyer recognize 
the speed control pot, I needed to make a change in the PIC's default settings. 

So I used the manual to guide me through the menus (menu P) to change the speed 
input. This took me several tries because I wasn't sure as to the exact length of 
a PAH, but I finally got it. 


What was left? Put the screws in and make a contact. Which I did. I called CQ a 
few times (14.060) and then K5JFV in El Paso TX was kind enough to respond. We 
chatted for about 20 minutes then dinner was ready. 


Later this week, I hope to have the time to program the Beacon Mode to allow me to 
CQ hands free. 


This keyer is a great value. I had a fun time putting it together and I'm having 
even more fun using it. 


Thanks to all who made this this kit available and for bringing a little extra joy 
into my hamming world.

Measuring with a pure single tone may be misleading. If the rig's ALC, 
speech processing or RF output control circuitry is active, the transmit 
gain varies to keep the output at full power. So to check audio response 
turn the speech processor off, and adjust the audio level so that ALC is 
not active and power output drops below normal.

Hi Ed. This is Doug, KI6DS using Gene's computer. (I'm visiting the 4SQRP 
group for FD). Your problem sounds like it is our fault. We discovered 
that we left the ground off Q2's emitter. The pad of Q2 nearest C15 should 
have been grounded, but it isn't, in fact it is floating. The fix is pretty 
easy. Scrape off the green solder mask on the top of the circuit board near 
the transistor. Then, connect the emitter lead of Q2 to the ground with a 
piece of resistor lead, and it should work for you. 


For those of you who haven't built your MiniBoots, the job is a little 
easier. Before you install Q2, scrape the solder mask down to the copper as 
above, then bend the emitter lead and solder it to the bare copper instead 
of putting it into the hole that it is designed to go in. When I did mine, 
I bent the lead, inserted the transistor, and then soldered the other two 
leads of the transistor, and then did the bent lead last. Sorry for the 
inconvenience. By the way, we sold several of these at Hamcom, and only 
have about 40 or so left. When these are gone, there will not be any more.

And as to the cost of publishing..... what is the cost to the community 
when the ARRL organizes an event that consumes large portions of a 
Public commodity, ether?. If a magazine like CQ can make their results 
available to the public, then I'm sure we're not having to be too 
concerned about the financial impact of publishing for the ARRL. Making 
the results available to everyone is the least they can do. Public 
Service. 


In fact, I do not know of any other contest sponsor that publishes 
complete contest results only to members. Even very small contest 
sponsors do this. The ARRL seems to be the exception. Please correct me 
if I'm wrong. This makes me even appreciate more what smaller 
organizations, like the various QRP clubs, do.
